Washington, Nov. 21—After an announcement 


from the White House today that word had come 
from Captain Decker of the cruiser Tennessee that 
the firing of the Turkish forts at Smyrna upon the 
cruiser's launch on November 17 was not hostile, 
Secretary Daniels announced that a portion of Capt, 
Decker's first report had not been made public when 
at first it was considered contradictory. He an- 
nounced that Captain Decker's dispatch, reporting 
the firing, contained the words "act not hostile but 
unfriendly." 


The navy department announcement omitted the contradictory 


phrase, according to Mr. Daniels, in order to verify it and today 
came word that tho message was correct as originally sent. Secre- 
tary Daniels was unable to explain its meaning and said that 
it 


scorned to him an expression of opinion by the captain of the Tennes- 
see without exact knowledge of what took place on shore. 


At the White House the statement issued said Captain Decker 


had reported the firing as "not 
u. hostile act," the view be taken 


that tho first part ol the phrase meant that the shots were not aim- 
ed to take effect, but as a warning because the port of Smyrna won 
mined and closed. 


After a conference with President Wilson Secretary Tumulty 


issued a formal statement as follows: 
. . 


"The public already knows what happened; namely a boat 


from tho Tennessee tried .to enter the lirbor, a harbor which the 
Turkish government had declared cloied. A shot wa» flred across 
her bow to atop her. 
The captain of the Tennessee reports that it 


was not intended a> a hostile act. 


"A full investigation of the matter is being made and ex- 


planations have been asked of tho Turkish government. Previous 
attempts to communicate with Ambassador Morgenthau, in Oon: 
slantinople, have led to delays of as much as a week."

ugiiratcd in:1861 and .tho "beginning of tb« operation of the new 
urrency law passed by the last congress and'which It is hoped will 
ivc us a more strtblo and clastic currency

prevent 


loncy Vhortagcs and panic*. The very nature of thj law seems to 
isuro this and it starts out with the solid support of the banking 
n(l bus::;os» interests of tlie country. On every hand it is Jiailed 
s being as advanced a step as was the old'hnv when it was put on 
he statute books iii 1804.

Under the new law the country is divided into federal districts
